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PREFACE 


For the last three-four decades the Association has been 
engaged in two bibliographical projects. The first one, orginally 
undertaken in 1935, was a bibliography of theses accepted by 
the various Indian universities. There was no differentiation 
of subjects in the lists that were published, except in a few 
cases. These lists were published at intervals of two-three 
years for a period of approximately a quarter century. The 
last was published in 1958. 

The second project related to lists of topics in which 
research at the doctoral level was being undertaken by the 
Indian universities:. Information in regard to these topics in 
the various fields was collected uptil 1966 and has already been 
published. It seems time now to turn to the first project referred 
to above about which information has been collected till 
1970. Now that the first project is bq&fg resumed, it has been 
decided to publish consolidated lists (subjectwise) for the 
period 1857-1970. The date of 1857 is a formal one in so far 
as the first Indian universities were established in that year. 
Research work at the doctoral level was undertaken only 
towards the end of the last century. Strictly speaking therefore, 
the information compiled here covers a span of approximately 
three quarters of a century. 

For obvious reasons, information in regard to this project 
has been compiled in respect of each discipline singly. The 
present volume however consolidates the bibliographies for the 
Social Science disciplines and will be followed by similar 
volumes covering the physical sciences, biological sciences and 
humanities. The libraries would like to acquire a complete 
set. For individual scholars however volumes would be 
available in respect of their individual subjects. In this way 



an attempt has been made to cater to the needs of both 
individual scholars and the libraries. 

Once all the disciplines are covered under this project, 
they will be followed by quinquennial supplements, details of 
the theses accepted every year being furnished in the 
Association’s monthly journal ‘University News’. On 
completion of the present series of Bibliographies, the other 
project ‘Research in progress’ will be revived, updated and 
followed by yearly publications. 

These bibliographies would chart, it is safe to assume, the 
course of development of the respective disciplines and, in a 
sense, would present the history of their growth in India. From 
this point of view these volumes would fill an important lacuna 
in the research information available. Indeed a rigorous 
analysis of the trends of research carried out by subject special¬ 
ists on the basis of the informaion provided here should prove 
immensely helpful. 

Wc hope that this publication will have the same reception 
which was extended to the earlier project ‘Research in 
Progress’. 

It is indeed a pleasure to record my appreciation of the 
dedicated work done by the Librarian and his colleagues in the 
execution of these two projects.

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CONSPECTUS 


The present volume consolidates the following five biblio¬ 
graphies that were issued earlier by the Board to mitigate the 
time lag between the compilation of the complete bibliography 
and its eventual publication : 

I Sociology 

II Political Science, Law, Public Administration 

III Economics, Commerce, Management 

IV Education, Library Science, Journalism 

V Psychology 

It lists 2,819 theses accepted by the Indian Universities for 
doctoral degrees in these subjects. These have been classified by 
the Dewey Decimal Classification (17th Edition) and this 
governs their general arrangement. 

Each entry lists detailed particulars about the theses in 
the following order: Serial number, name of the scholar, title 
of the thesis, name of the university/institute, the years when 
research was begun and completed, and availability note. 
Unless otherwise stated immediately after the title, the theses 
have been accepted for the award of Ph. D. degree. 

In case where the title of the thesis is given in a language 
other than English, the same has been transliterated in English 
and the original language of the title is given in parenthesis 
after the title. Abbreviations have been used to render the 
names of the various universities/institutes and a complete list 
of these abbreviations and their expansions follows the cons¬ 
pectus. For theses, where the information about the year when 



the research was begun, was not available, only the year of 
award of the degree has been given. Availability note provides 
information about the availability of theses for consultation 
and use by the research scholars. Unless indicated by one or 
two asterisks to the serial number, a copy of each of the thesis 
listed is available in the respective university/institute library. 
The thesis is available in the university/institute office when 
the serial number is marked by one asterisk, but when the serial 
number is marked by two asterisks it denotes that the thesis is 
not available. About the theses that have been published, 
complete bibliographical details are given in the following order: 
title of the publication, if different from that of the original 
thesis, publisher and the price. 

A scholar index and an alphabetic subject index are in¬ 
cluded to facilitate reference. The scholar index is arranged 
alphabetically according to the surnames of the scholars. But 
an important departure from strict alphabetization consists in 
grouping the surnames pronounced alike, for instance, Misra 
and Mishi a are grouped together and these are arranged in the 
alphabetical order of their initials. The index directs the user 
to the text with the help of a roman numeral, indicating the 
part of the bibliography published earlier, and the serial number 
of entries in that part. This part number appears on the top of 
each page of the bibliography. Similarly the alphabetic subject 
index first refers to the part number and then to the page num¬ 
ber given in arabic numerals on the bottom of each page of the 
bibliography. 

Statistical tables, that follow immediately, describe in 
quantitative terms the development of social science disciplines 
and their respective departments in the universities. It is hoped 
these will be found useful by the researchers in the field.
